The 
average cost of gasoline today is 
50 cents a gallon, while that of 
alcohol varies between 30 and 35 
cents.”’

for every man. The church is in 
favor of world peace if it may be- 
come it honorably; it is.in favor of 
putting up the sword if it is not 
meeded to protect righteousness. It 
is the great providence of God that 
the United States ig at the head of 
the disarmament convention of the 
world. The church is in favor of 
@isarmament, but only when right- 
eoeusness is no longer threatened. 

“] am an American, and I never 
head so wild a sense of elation over 

- gay Americanism as when the great 
American people got up last year 
and jumped into the pond of politics 

‘ with a splash that was heard around 
the world, as a protest against the 
League of Nations, not because I 
am a Republican, although I am, but 
because it brought into power an 
e@ministration whose intent it is to 
get peace by God’s will.”

There are 
many different species of poisonous 
in the United States, and 
some persons are far more suscepti- 


ble to snak« venom than others. Also | 


the majority of persons are exceed- 
ingly ignorant on the subject . of 
venomous and harmless snakes. 
Poisonous snakes are thicker in 
proportion to their length 
harmless snakes. Their askin is 
rou¢her, their heads are broad and 
flat, while their tails are  club- 


rule slender, with long narrow heads 
and pointed tails. The pupil of the 
eve of a venomous snake is vertical, 


‘whereas that of a harmless snake is 


round. 


The symptoms of every kind of. 
poisonous snake bite are the same. | 


Pain in the wound with swelling and 
discoloration of the tissues, which 
are rapidly destroyed. The effect of 
the poison is upon the centers in 
the brain that control the heart and 
These are paralyzed, so that 
breathing becomes very difficult and 
the action of the heart very labored. 


What is the first thing to do? Pre- | 
‘vent the poison from 
Do this by cutting off

blood stream. 
the circulation above the wound or 
between the wounded part and the 
heart with anything you have on 
hand. a handkerchief, a strap, a strip 
of clothing, anything you can tie 
around the limb and improvise a 
Loosen this in 15 min- 
utes. Meanwhile enlarge the 
wound and make it bleed. Cut a 
slit—if you have no lance use a fine 
penknife blade—through the wound 
lengthwise of the limb, two inches 
long and half an inch deep. Squeeze 


the tissues to force out the poison 


with the blood. 

Next wash out the wound with a 
fresh solution of chloride of lime— 
1 part to 60 parts of water. If a 
hyperdermic needle is at hand in- 
ject permanganate of potash—-30 
minims of a solution of 5 grains to 2 
ounces of water-——into the patient's 
body at three different points, also. 
pour a solution of permanganate into 


‘the wound, or, better still, use the 


pure crystals. It is positively es- 
tablished that permanganate of pot- 
ash will destroy nearly its own 
weight in every class of snake | 
venom. 

In sending for a doctor, mention 
the trouble, so that he comes pre- 
pared to administer anti-venomous 
serum. 
serum treatment can be had—other- 
wise support the patient with a 
tablespoonful of whisky in a half 
cup of hot water every hour and 
keep him moving around to keep his 
nerve centers alive . 


OLD ENGLISH PICKLES 


VERY old recipe for mustard 
pickles calls for four cups of 
aliced cucumbers, four cups of 
midget cucumbers, four cups of 
diced green tomatoes, four cups of 
small white onions, four large green 
peppers diced and ene large cauli- 
flower broken into small pieces; do 
not chop the above but cut in even 
sized dice. Cover with a brine made 
of half a cup of salt to eight cups 
of water and lét stand 24 hours. Aft- 
er 24 hours bring to a boil in the 
brine, and then drain off all the 
brine. Mix to a paste six tabie- 
spoons of dry mustard, one cup of 
floor, one tablespoon of turmeric, 
one cup of sugar and one cup of 
vinegar and mix smooth. Place on 
the stove seven cups of mild vine- 
gar, stirring constantly. Mix with 
the drained vegetables and place in 
clean jars, seal tight and stere in & 
cool dark place.
